Kansas City, Mo., Feb. ti—Judge 
McPherson, of the federal court, has 
no power to retain jurisdiction of 
suits of shippers and passengers to 
recover overcharges from the rail­ 
roads, according to an amended de­ 
cree filed by the judge today, enter­ 
ing his final decree in the Missouri 
rate cases. 
The amended decree, the railroad 
attorneys say, leaves the way open 
for the railroads to appeal to the su­ 
preme court.

“Mr. Rockefeller is not a resident of 
his county,’* said Attorney Virgil P. 
Kline. “He is a resident of New York. 
Ie was detained here by sickness in 
his family this winter, but does this 
make him a resident of this city? I 
guess not.” 
The tax commissioners say that in 
as much as Rockefeller remained ic 
this county several months he is a 
resident of the county under the new 
Warnes law, which defines as a legal 
resident of any county “a person who 
has lived in that county the greater 
part of a year preceding the first 
Monday in February.” 
The next move in the fight will be 
In the nature of an appeal 
to 
tin* 
courts by Rockefeller’s counsel ask­ 
ing for an injunction against the tax 
commissioners. 
“We discovered that the returns on 
personal property have been showing 
marked decreases since 1880. Credits 
listed for taxation in 1880 were $99. 
000.000; in 1910, $09,000,000. 
Stocks 
and bonds in 1890 were $12,000,000; 
in 1910, $10,000,000,” said Gov. J. M. 
Cox at Columbus today. 
“A change was made in the listing 
of public utilities and the power was 
transferred from the county auditors 
to the state tax commission with the 
result that, while the toal valuation 
on public utilities in 1910 wag $226,- 
000.000, it is now $1,058,000,000. 
“This suggested a taxing organiza­ 
tion, headed by the state commission. 
It in turn appointed two commission­ 
ers in the large counties of the state 
and one commissioner in the smaller 
counties. 
These couny commission­ 
ers appointed local assessors, which 
in the past were elected, and the 
whole organization was placed under 
the merit system . 
“With the freedom of action under 
which the appointive officers operate 
a firm policy has been established of 
placing 
personal

The Rockefeller incident 
is typical, except, of course, that this 
will be the largest individual assess­ 
ment . 
' The artistic tax dodgers have car­ 
ried on a campaign of misrepresenta­ 
tion and by their demagoguery have 
sought to convince the farmers that 
the new system is an invasion of their 
right, and that they no longer possess 
the power to elect their local asses­ 
sors.

emphatic refutation of the claims ad 
vanced by the tax dodgers.

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo r 
has issued and had distributed to the | 
public a circular giving full p articu -1 
Jars and instructions In regard to the j 
income tax so th at those who come f 
within its provisions may know’ just 
how* to proceed to comply with the 
law’ and avoid any penalty that is 
provided for non-compliance. 
The Democrat gives it in full, as 
follows: 


General Prov sions. 
U nder the provisions of the fed­ 
eral income tax law, approved Octo­ 


b e r 3, 1913, every citizen of the Unit­ 
ed States, w hether residing a t home 
or abroad, and every person residing 
in the United States, though not a cit­ 
izen thereof, w’ho has an annual net 
income from all sources in excess of 
$3,000, is required to m ake a return 
of annual net income to the collector 
of internal revenue of the collection 
district in which such person Besides 
01 has his principal place of busi­ 
ness; and such person will be re­ 
quired to pay a normal tax cf I per 
cent on such entire net income over 
and above $3,00d or $1,000 according­ 
ly as such person Is unm arried or is 
m arried and living with W’ife or hus­ 
band. 
Persons having an annual net in­ 
come in excess of $2,000 will also be 
subject to additional or surtax at in­ 
creasing rates, graduated accordingly 
as the net income exceeds certain 
am ounts specified in the act. 


When Return Is Required. 
On or before March I, 1914, and on 
or before M arch I of each year there­ 
after, a tru e and accurate return un­ 
der oath o r affirm ation shall be made 
for him self or herself by each and 
e\ery person above described whose 
annual net .income is in excess of 
$3,000; and by each agent, guardian 
(legal or natural), trustee and execu­ 
tor for the person or beneficiary for 
whom they act, provided the net in­ 
come of such person or beneficiary 
u in excess of $3,000. 
The return thus made shall set out 
specifically the gross income arising 
or accruing to such person from all 
sources during th e year, 
and 
from 
such gross income arising or accruing 
to such person from all sources dur­ 
ing the year, and from such gross in­ 
come there may 
be 
deducted 
the 
items of expenses and other allow­ 
ances authorized by the act and pro­ 
vided for in the blank forms prescrib­ 
ed by the treasury departm ent for 
the use of individuals in making their 
returns. 
.Penalties for Failure to Make Returns 
Any person, liable under the law 
lo majte a return, w;ho fails to make 
such a return within the prescribed 
time, shall be subject, to a penalty of 
not less than $20 nor m ore than $1, 
OOO. 
An additional tax of 50 per cent 
upon the am ount of the tax assessed 
on the basis of the net income of 
such person shall also be assessed 
against said taxpayer. 
Any person who m akes a false or 
fraudulent return or statem ent with 
intent to defeat Or evade the tax bill 
hall be fined not exceeding $2,000 
or be im prisoned not exceeding one 
y tar, or both, with costs of prosecu­ 
tion.
